Forty-eight amateur musicians, 
residents of the Main Line, Bala- 
Cynwyd and nearby points, ren- 
dered a varied and pleasing pro- 
gram under the baton of Adolph 
Vogel. 

Rosetta Samuel French, pianist, 
was soloist, and played both with 
orchestra accompaniment and 
alone. Airs. French, a resident of 
Cynwyd, is a member of the facul- 
ty of the Main Line School of 
Music and is a holder of a number 
of awards for musical proficiency. 
The program, built up largely of 
lighter music suited to the capa- 
city of the orchestra, included as 
we'll the Andante from the Fifth 
Symphony of Beethoven. That 
ambitious number was performed 
in fine fashion, with a unity of 
brass, string and woodwind rarely 
found in an amateur orchestra. 
Played With Virility. 
Airs. French chose as her first 
number the G Minor piano con- 
certo of Saint-Saens, which she 
played with virility and keen mu- 
sical sense. The orchestra gave 
excellent accompaniment through- 
out, forming a pleasing back- 
ground to the sturdy cords and 
clashing runs of the concerto. 

The concert opened with "Iphi- 
genia in Aulus" by Gluck, a light 
and pleasing composition. Follow- 
ing it were played "Dreams" by 
Wagner, "Minuet and Barcarolle" 
by "Offenbach, and the Andante 
Sostenuto from Luigini's "Egyp- 
tian Suite." 

" '-'->rjf earns ,"" as trie name implies, 
is a quiet, smooth-running com- 
position, the entire effect of which 
depends upon the balance and 
clear-cut unity on the part of the 
orchestra. It was read in a most 
pleasing manner. The ever-popu- 
lar Barcarolle from the Tales of 
Hoffmann drew much applause. 

Mr. Vogel chose as his conclud- 
ing number "Dance of the Arch- 
ers" by Borodin. Spirited, techni- 
cal, picturesque, it was played 
brilliantly.

Mrs. French's second appear- 
ance was unaccompanied. She 
rendered a group of three short 
pieces: "Shepherd's Hey" and 
"Irish Tune from County Derry" 
by Grainger and the Schulz-Eber 
arrangement of Strauss' Blue 
Danube Waltz. 

The first of these, a simple 
shepherd's dance, is highly em- 
broidered at times with difficult, 
technical work.

from Lower Merion's goal. It was 
a brilliant finish to a great game. 

In analyzing the game, it must be 
admitted that the lines of both teams 
were weak. Time and again did 
the backs on both sides tear through 
for long gains. Lower Merion's 
better team work, heavier eleven 
and dashing backfield finally swung 
the balance and victory to its colors. 

To single out any one player and 
mention him for special credit for 
his part in the offensive against 
Radnor may seem an injustice for 
every man on the Maroon and 
White eleven played as one pos- 
sessed. Yet even in this group of 
earnest fighters, the line plunging 
of Tubby Fort, at full-back, the 
forward passing of Marom Miller 
and the helpful work of Eg Morris 
and Kohlas. stood out. 

Record Crowd. 

A tremendous crowd of fully 
Joo spectators crowded into the 
confines of the Ardmore field 
and probably a thousand more 
viewed the game from advantageous 
positions nearby. Radnor had erect- 
ed a four-row grandstand that ac- 
commodated the cheering students, 
and which had sections at the ends 
for other spectators and that 
stretched from one and of the field 
to the other. Lower Merion's stand 
was considerably larger and, need- 
less to say, every seat in both was 
taken. 

Every available inch of standing 
room around the field was occupied 
and nearby roofs held their quota 
of cheering humanity. Old grads 
vied with lower classmen in rooting 
for their favorites and the cheering 
was incessant throughout. The 
crowd urged the boys on with plead- 
ings, with threats, prayers and ex- 
hortations, and advice was con- 
stantly given to ears that couldn't 
possibly hear over the tumult. 

When Lower Merion scored her 
first touchdown the Ardmore stands 
went wild. Staid business men 
slapped each other on the backs, 
hats were thrown in wild confusion 
and undergraduates shouted them- 
selves hoarse, 

No Chance to Break Loose. 

The Radnor crowd was not given 
an opportunity to break loose over 
any touchdown, but the brilliant 
stands of the Radnor eleven and the 
last-minute offensive that nearly 
scored kept the Red and White sup- 
porters in a frenzy of enthusiasm. 
Lower Merion cops were distributed 
around the field at strategic places 
ready to quell incipient disorders 
and to keep the crowd in check. But 
for the most part it was an orderly 
crowd that confined its activities to 
rooting for Lower Merion or Rad- 
nor, as the case might be. Two 
bands added music to the occasion. 
As usual, the Bryn Mawr Band led 
the Radnor songs, while Lower 
Merion's school band held forth on 
the Ardmore side. 

The field was in good shape, little 
wind was blowing and it was a fair 
test for both teams and, although 
we hate to tell the truth, the better 
team won. 

L. M. Powerful. 

As the play progressed it was 
very evident to the most rabid par- 
tisan that Radnor was in for a tough 
afternoon. The Lower Merion team 
was a powerful, well-balanced 
eleven that overshadowed Radnor. 
They were big, fully 15 pounds to 
the man heavier; they were an ex- 
perienced team, possessing sound 
football knowledge; they had the 
prestige of a successful row of vic- 
tories stretching over a number of 
years and they had two powerfu' 
threats in M. Miller and Fort. 

Against this combination Radnor 
did well to hold its score as low as 
it was. Lentz, the best kicker on 
the squad, was forced out early in 
the first quarter with a wrenched 
leg. Captain Nelson also had to be 
assisted from the game in the first 
period with an injured knee. Hill, 
the most powerful player on the 
Radnor line, had to be taken out in 
the second period, but got back into 
the game later one. Harkins, the 
player who took up the kicking for 
Radnor when Lentz was forced out. 
was banished from the game with 
Captain Kuen, of Lower Merion.

Bala-Cynwyd Club Complains 

to the Public Service 

Commission. 



GIVES CENSUS OF CARS 

Petition requesting, if possible, a 
new bridge for Montgomery pike 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Cynwyd and failing that at least the 
adequate reinforcement of the pres- 
ent one, was presented before the 
Public Service Commission in 
Philadelphia Tuesday by George H. 
Wilson, solicitor of the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd Neighborhood Club. This ac- 
tion was authorized by the club at 
a recent meeting when it was de- 
clared that the present structure was 
dangerous, inadequate to traffic de- 
mands and an eyesore. 

In requesting that an order be 
made on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for an improvement Counselor Wil- 
son gave the results of a census 
of traffic on the bridge taken on 
the bridge by the Neighborhood 
Club in September. These, it was 
declared, showed that traffic had in- 
creased far beyond the original 
capacity the bridge was intended to 
bear. 

37,000 a Week Use It. 

The census figures published in 
these columns some weeks ago 
showed that an average of 37,000 
motor vehicles a week used the 
bridge. Of this number 374 were 
trucks over 10 tons, the maximum 
capacity which warning signs at the 
bridge declare that the span can 
hold. 

Residents of Bala-Cynwyd and 
Lower Merion testified in support 
of the petition. One of them, Mar- 
tin L. Andes, cashier of the Bala- 
Cynwyd National Bank and a mem- 
ber of the Neighborhood Club, de- 
clared on the witness stand that 
when the railroad company was 
asked to reinforce the bridge it re- 
sponded by laying some new floor 
boards which did not materially 
strengthen the structure. 

Decision Reserved. 

Decision on the complaint was 
reserved by the commission until it 
had taken opportunity to investigate. 
Wednesday one of the first steps in 
this investigation was taken when a 
letter was received informing the 
Lower Merion .Commissioners of 
the complaint. The communication 
was referred to the Township High- 
way Committee, which will investi- 
gate and then make a report to the 
Public Service Committee of its 
findings and recommendations. 

The Neighborhood Club has been 
working for a new bridge for the 
Montgomery pike at the Cynwyd 
station crossing for over a year. 
Repeated conferences were held 
with railroad officials, but these re- 
sulted only in minor repairs which 
were deemed negligible and unsatis- 
factory. Refused by the railroad 
in its direct dealings with its officials 
the club decided to appeal to the 
Public Service Commission.
